Giving Older Men a Chance. 


• Many changes in conditions have been brought about by 


the war, and now comes one in connection with one of the 
leading railroads of the East which will be very welcome to a 
large number of men. 


The road in question is the New York, New Haven and 


Hartford, whose force of employes has been considerably re- 
duced by the conscription of many of its young men into the 
army. For this reason it announces that it will throw open 
hundreds of positions to older men in the operating depart- 
ment. Heretofore no new men have been taken on who wen 
more than 35 years old. Under the new regulation firemei 
will be accepted between the ages of 18 and 45 .years; train 
men between the ages of 18 and 50 years, and in other depart 
ments men otherwise qualified will be accepted up to the age 
of 60 years. 


.This will mean openings for large numbers of men who 


before could no{ have obtained employment with this road 01 
account of their ages, and the probability is that similar steps 
will be taken by other railroads, for it is certain that the New 
Haven is not fhe only one to have had its forces reduced by the 
draft.

The speeding up which has 
come to business of all kinds calls for agility of body and mind, 
and it is not strange that young men have been given the pref- 
erence while their elders were sidetracked long before they 
were old. But it is a fact that the age limit in industry has 
worked hardship to many men whose ability to do a good day's 
work was recognized by employers, who, however, felt obliged, 
to live up to the rules, however hard these might be upon fh 
individual.

OF MEXICANS 


IS CHARGED 


New York, Oct. 2—More- than 100 


Mexicans have been Illegally drafted 
for.service in tho national army by 
boards In thiy city and tunny subjects 
of Mexico aio being secietud here to 
prevent their arrest by military auth- 
orities, according to Juan T, Burns, 
Mexican consul general who tonight 
dcclarcd^ho would "go to any expense 
to protect tho rights of Mexicans re- 
siding here." 


Knowing his ofllclal status, members 


of a local draft board have certified 
for service Vlco Consul Jesus Martin- 
ez, tho Consul-general stated. Ho said 
ho did not know what his country pro- 
posed doing through diplomatic chan- 
nels In reference to tho Impression of 
Mexican subjects Into the service of 
the United States, but declared he folt 
obliged to protest against "tills arbi- 
trary action committed In a most ab- 
surd manner/' 


Mr. Burns asserted that numbers of 


Mexicans have been sent to their na- 
tlvo country because of tho "persecu- 
tion" of lliolr countrymen hero'In the 
administration of the draft law. 


"MeJElcan citizens have been forced 


into the army hero without regard to 
their nationality," said °Mr. litit ns. 'The 
men In charge of the local draft boards 
show such stupidity and such Ignor- 
anco of tho rights of mci: that they 
can only be compared to tho savage 
hordes of "VIllu in our Internal strug- 
gle who acted without consideration 
cither of human rights or the legal 
rights of the citizens. 


"TJio climax of this abnormal situa- 


tion Is the lack of responsibility that 
the boanly assume when they commit 
Huch unjust!liable attempts. The case 
lias been more astonishing by their In- 
tontlon against all respect of the sov- 
erlgnty of the nations to recruit even 
consular ngcnts with full knowledge of 
the latlcr's status.

IS GOOD OMEN 


KegardiiiB the nomination of George 


W. Anderson as a member of the In 
lerstate commerce commission, J. 31. 
Ilustls, temporary receiver of the Bos- 
ton ami Alnino railroad said last night: 


"Xot only the railroads but the com- 


mercial and manufacturing interests 
of New England may well rejoice that 
this section of the country is again 
to bo represented In the deliberations 
of the Interstate ceommercc commis- 
sion. Mr. Anderson's long study of the 
railroad sit nation and his service on 
the -Massachusetts public service com- 
mission and tho TJ. S, attorney for this 
district, have given him an Intimate 
knowledge, of the present needs for 
transportation in >.*o\v England. 


"No useful purpose would now 
be 


servotl In discussing tho causes but 
fact remains that during the past ten 
years nothing of a constructive char- 
acter to uphold tlio transportation sys- 
tem of New England has been possible. 
No relief can be forthcoming until 
the railroads arc permitted to recoup 
themselves for the high cost of labor, 
materials nnrt fuel with which they 
Imve been burdened during the past 
few years. These additional costs have 
been beyond the control of tho railroad 
managers, No 
development of Die 


properties * can talre place until the 
credit of the railroads is restored, and 
this can only be dono by giving them 
an opportunity to earn Income In ex- 
cess of their outgo to an extent suffi- 
cient to compensate tho capital re- 
quired. We of the railroads believe 
Lhat this Is recognized by the new 
England public. Regardless of Inten- 
tions, it has not been pesKlble for (he 
Interstate commerce commission to go 
bnyond the immediate question pre-v 


sentefl to it and give that study to our 
local and somewhat isolated situation 
which its importance justifies. 


"The appointment of Mr. Anderson 


with his familiarity

ICngland conditions as a member of 
the commission, at this tlnie, is full of 
good omen for the future."
